Less Reckless than Usual 

The first week-end of summer was 
marked by casualties in Canada and the 
United States numerous enough to arouse 
apprehension that the season may produce 
a ghastly list of week-end fatalities. 

But it is to be noted that the far great- 
er number of those listed as killed and miss- 
ing in the United States were victims of 
floods, tornadoes, a blizzard and a ship ex- 
plosion. A minority only were victims of 
highway and other accidents due directly 
to human carelessness, 

In Canada, Monday’s count showed 
sixteen dead in Ontario, while the body of 
a murdered woman was found in a Van- 
couver park, Again, the majority of these 
Canadian fatalities were due to drownings 
and a train wreck; less than a third to ac- 
cidents in which the human factor was 
plainly responsible. 

Bad as the international sum-total is, 
it does not indicate that recklessness took 
as heavy a toll of life as is common on

Speed Limits Come Back 


Speed limits are to be re-established on 
Alberta highways. On and after July ist, it | 
will be illegal to drive a truck on the high- | 
ways in this province at more than 40 miles 
per hour or to drive a car or any other | 
vehicle at more than 50 miles per hour. 

Hitherto the ruling has been that driv- 
ers of all vehicles must not exceed a “reas- | 
onable” speed, having regard to the circum- | 
stances at the particular time and place. | 
During the war years a federal order set a 
speed limit of 40 miles per hour on high- | 

yays in all parts of Canada. Excepting | 


that period it is many years since the law | 
| 


in Alberta set specific figures which must 
not be exceeded. 

The restoration of fixed limits is in 
fact a trend now common elsewhere in the 
Dominion. Most or all the provinces had 
such limits years ago, but these were 
quite generally dropped in favor of a re- 
quirement that the rate of travel must at all 
times be reasonable in the light of existing 
conditions, The tendency now is to go back | 
to definite per-hour figures. 

It cannot be said that the figures set 
for Alberta drivers are unwarrantably 
low. There may be stretches of highway 
in this province where «a_ skillful 
driver could travel faster with safety. | 
But a general ruling has to take 
into account highways which do. not come 
up to this standard, and drivers ranking all 
the way from expert to incompetent and 
from careful to reckless. Under average 
conditions 40 miles an hour is plenty fast 
enough for truck traffic and 50 miles for 
cars and motor-cycles. 

It will be the duty of all drivers to 
keep within these limits, and of the police | 
to see that they do so. 


If Coal, Why Not Oil? 


There is no reason to suppose that the 
area north-west of Leduc and south-west of 
this city is the only place in the Edmonton 
district where oi] in commercial quantities 
can and will be found. The inference is 
the other way. 

Up until a few months ago that was 
not looked upon as a particularly promising 
place to bore an oil well. If geologists had 
any “hunch” to that effect they kept it to 
themselves. While shallow borings had 
been made at some other points in this 
territory, that one had been overlooked, Con- 
sequently when oil was struck there it 
came as a complete surprise to the public 
and apparently also to the oi] companies 
which had not previously tested that area.

The Railway Rates — 


BY HARPER PROWSE, MLA 


The current hearings of the 


Board of Railway Commissioners 
of submissions in connection with 
the application by railways for an 
increase in freight rates focuses 
our attention upon our transporta- 
tion systems, I shall not attempt 
in this column to anticipate the 
decisions of the board, nor to 
analyse the arguments being pre- 
sented for and against the applica- 
tion for a raise in rates. But in 
the next few paragraphs will be 
outlined a few facts about our 
railways which will serve as @ 
background for the reports of the 
proceedings before the commission 
which will be carried, and have 
been carried, ir the daily news- 
papers. ; 
x & & 

AT THE PRESENT time we have 
42,336 miles of railway single track 
in this country, of which 23,496 
miles are operated by the Canadian 
National System, the balance be- 
longing to the Canadian Pacific 
System. Besides these single track 
lines we have an additional 2,500 
miles of second, or double track, 
1,743 miles of industrial trackage, 
and 10,321 miles in yards and sid- 
ings, This gives a gross total of 
56,890 miles of trackage. 

At the end of 1944, the last year 
for which statistics are completely 
available, the railways had 6,263 
Passenger coaches, and 164,067 
freight cars in operation. Our rail- 
ways, as of December 31, 1944, 
represented a gross investment of 
$3,030,024,198. They provided em- 
ployment in that year for 175,095 
persons to whom were paid $372,- 
064,613 in salaries. Wage increases 
have been granted since then aver- 
aging 10 percent 

In 1944 our railways carried 60,- 
335,950 passengers 
tons of freight Both of these 
jfigures for 1939 represent # high 
average for pre-war years. The 
comparison gives some idea of the 
strain imposed on our railways by 
the demands of war. It is also 
interesting to note that it was not 
until 1941 that the railways began 
to operate at a profit. In 1936 the 
deficit amounted to more than $43 
million dollars, and in 1938 it 
reached a high of $54 millions. 
Total profits for the years 1941-44, 
inclusive, totalled more than $87 
millions. This year they expect to 
| be in the red again.

IT 1S OBVIOUS that the rail- 
ways need more income, But our 
objection in the west is against the 
attempt to get this out of freight 
service which it is felt will bear 


heaviest on the western farmers 
who at the ‘present are the chief 
source of revenue for our railways. 
Their argument is that the rail- 
ways should break down operation 
costs to show what services are 
paying their way, which services 
are losing money. The railways 
contend that their organizations 
are so complex that it is impossible 
for them to give such a break-down 
of revenues and operating costs, 

War years not only placed a 
heavy strain on the rail equipment 
but the demands of the war effort 
seriously curtailed the construction 
of badly needed new equipment. 
The railways insist their wartime 
surpluses would not have been 
accumulated had they been able 
to get the equipment they so 
urgently needed. 

Thus the question of freight 
rates and other charges for rail- 
way service is one of our major 
problems today. If the railways 
do not get the increase then they 
claim that they will show huge 
deficits which will eventually have 
to be met out of public funds, It 
would seem that the only alterna- 
tive to increased rates is govern- 
ment subsidy. 

* & & 

IT 1S OBVIOUS that Canada, 
and particularly the west, needs the 
service the railways offer. Without 
those service we could not get our 
produce to market nor bring in the 
things we need. But what most 
people in the west feel is that the 
entire question of freight and other 
rates should be overhauled so that 
the burden falls fairly on all parts 
of the country, not just on the 
western farmer and the dwellers 
in our western towns and cities. It 
is interesting to note that opposil- 
ion to the rate increases comes 
from the Maritime and Western 
provinces. Ontario and Quebec 
seem to be content to allow the 
increases. But the reason for this 
is that Ontario and Quebec do 
business on an FOB basis—in other 
words their customers pay the 
freight rates on the goods these 
two provinces sell, and when these 
| two provinces buy the sellers alsa 
pay the freight rates to the On- 
|tario and Quebec markets. It will 
be the task of the board of rail- 
| way commissioners to bring down 
| “the judgement of Solomon” and 
|try to satisfy everybody. Perhaps 
this is too much to expect of any 
board, but it is hoped here in 
the west that they will manage to 
bring a little justice for the west 
out of the chaos which now seems 
to exist.
